FEARFUL STORM. 


The Worst in the History of Mexico. 
Meagre Particulars. 
| (REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

LAREDO. (Tex.,) Sept. 1.—Informa- 
tion regarding the fearful storm of 
Friday, raging from Corpus Christi, 
Tex., and across the border several 
hundred miles into Mexico, is very 
meager.

One Hundred and Forty-six Peo- 
plé Take Flight for 
Their Lives.

(MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Sept. 1.—Reports of the 
outrages on missionaries in China have 
come from members of the American 
Baptist Missionary Union to the Bap- 
tist Missionary Magazine, showing that 
the uprisings were more general than 
has been told before. In the first week 
of May to the first week of June all the 
missionary stations in Western China 
were looted by mobs and 146 missiona- 
ries, men, women and children, were 
driven away, escaping with only their 
lives. In the province of Sze-Chuan, 
the largest in the empire, there were 


many small stations scattered over the 


valley of the upper Yang-tse-Kiang 
River. Most of the missionaries had 
gone to the field in the past five years. 
While the authorities reem to have tried 
in some instances to protect the mis- 
sions, the only service they are able to 
render was to help them to escape. The 
missionaries fled hundreds of miles 
down the river, traveling on rafts and 
in houseboats, hardly carrying as much 
as a change of clothing, and reaching 
places of safety only after two weeks 
of hardship. 
In Cheng-Tu, the capital of the prov- 
ince of Sze-Chuan, a placard was posted 
on the 28th of May, asserting that the 
“foreign barbarians’ were hiring evil 
characters to steal small children from 
them. The next day a mob of several 
thousand tore down the Canadian Meth- 
odist mission and the property of the 
two protestant societies, and the Catholic 
building. The missionaries appealed to 
the magistrate of the city; but he told 
them he was powerless to help them, 
With. the aid of some ot the friendly na- 
tives they effected their escape, 
the cry went up: ne,!

“No one knows better than I how 
narrowly Japan escaped war with Rus- 
sia when she got through with her war 
with China. The Japanese were so in- 
censed at Russia’s attitude in the mat- 
ter of the cession of Liao-Tung penin- 
sula that Japanese officials talked se- 
riously of engaging in a squabble with 
Russia. I was in Japan at the time 
and heard it all. A certain member of 
the Japanese Cabinet, whose acquaint- 
ance I made when he was sent to 
Peking as Japanese Minister to China, 
said to me at the time: ‘Russia has 
six ironclad battleships. We have but 
one, and that we captured from the 
Chinese. 
or only three, we would defy Russia.’ 
That is just what Russia wanted 
them to do. Russia will yet so aggra- 
vate the Japanese that they will de- 
clare war. Then Russia will attempt 
to drive the Japanese out of Korea, 
where they are now masters.of the sit- 
uation.

A MOMENTOUS PERIOD IN IRISH 
HISTORY. 


Col. Finnerty of Chicago Invites Hi» 
Countrymen to Adopt Other 
Methods Than Parliamentary 
Agitation to Secure Ireland’s 
Freedom. 


‘(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
CHICAGO, Sept. 1.—The official call 
for the convention of the new Irish 
movement to be held in Chicago on 
September 24, 25 and 26, has been is- 
sued from the headquarters of the new 
Irish movement. It is as follows: 
The struggle for freedom has reached 
a momentous period. Ireland, aban- 
doned in the crisis of her fate by the 
Liberal leaders, is told by the Tory 
secretary to the Lord Lieutenant that 
the British government is unalterably 
opposed to the granting of any measure 
of home rule whatever. This is the old 
policy. and the old language employed 
y, successive English governments to- 


ly betrayed by the Whigs and 
dragooned by the Tories. Nothing, 
worth her acceptance is to be expected 
from either of the leading English 
parties. 
Ireland must, therefore, look to her 
|} own children and their descendants for 
support in her great extremity. Par- 
liamentary agitation has had a long 


to accomplish its object. It remanis 
for us to consider what other method 
of procedure or argument can be used 
to achieve her liberation. The Irish 
race in America cannot afford to be 
neutral, while the mother-land is being 
Slowly but surely done to death by the 
usurping enactments of a foreign and 
hostile power. In unison with thou- 
sands of our race distributed through- 
out the union, after mature delibera- 
tion we, the undersigned, have decided 
to call a convention of Irish-Americans 
in the city of Chicago to take into con- 
sideration the principles of the Irish 
struggle for freedom, and to devise 
ways and means best suited to the ac- 
complishment of Ireland's independ- 
ence. 

“Now, therfore, said convention is 
called to meet in the city of Chicago, at 
the hall of the Young Men's Christian 
Association, September 24, 25 and 26, 
1895. The qualifications for member- 
Ship in the convention are agreed upon 
as follows: 
tary, benevolent, athletic, religious, so- 
cial and literary organizations that 
favor the independence of Ireland and 
are willine to aid her righteous strug- 
gle for liberty are invited to send dele- 
gates to the convention of the new Irish 
movement. apportioned in the following 
manner: One delegate for every fifty 
members, and one additional for any 
fraction over fifty; two delegates for 
every hundred members and one addi- 
tional for any fraction over one hun- 
dred, and so in proportion. 

“Individual Irish-Americans of sound 
patriotic repute, who indorse the ob- 
ject of the new movement. and whoare 
willing to give it their aid, will be, on 
recommendation of the secretary and 
the indorsement of the Committee on 
Credentials, admitted to the privileges 
of the floor. All societies eligible undér 
this call are requested to elect their 
delegates immediately.”

The Ripper“ Confined 
in a Madhouse. 


He. Was a Medical Student with 
a Weak Mind. 
Excessive Study Made of Him a 


Religious Enthusiast and 
Woman-hater. 


Story of an English Specialist Who 
Directed the Attention of Scot- 
land Yard to the Assassin— 
How Suspicion Arose. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Sept. 1. — Dr. Forbes 
Winslow of London, a well-known 
specialist on suicide and insanity, says 
that Jack, the Ripper,“ who, by his 
crimes terrorized London a few years 
ago, is incarcerated in a county lunatic 
asylum in England. Dr. Winslow says 
this fact is known to the doctors, but 
they hushed up the facts. He says: 
“Jack” is a medical student suffering 
from suicidal mania. 

The doctor has come to New York to 
attend the medical congress which will 
be held September 4, 5 and 6. He is 
chairman of the Department of Insan- 
ity and Mental Medicine, and has pre- 
pared a paper on “Suicide Considered 
as a Mental Epidemic.“ The story told 
by Dr. Winslow is as follows: 

Jack, the Ripper,’ was a medical 
student of good family. He was a 
young man of slight build, with light 
hair and blue eyes. He studied very 
hard, and his mind, being naturally 
weak, gave way. He became a relig- 
ious enthusiast, and attended early 
service every morning at St. Paul’s. 
His religious fervor resulted in homi- 
cidal mania toward the women of the 
street, and impelled him to murder 
them. He lodged with a man whom I 
knew, and suspicion was first directed 
toward him by reason of the fact that 
he returned to his lodgings at unsea- 
sonable hours, and that be had innum- 
erable coats and hats stained with 
blood. 

“T have in my possession now a pair 
of Canadian moccasins, stained with 
blood, the ‘Ripper’ wore while on his 
murderous expeditions, I notified. the 
Scotland Yard authorities, but at that 
time they refused to co-operate with 
me. Subsequent! ‘the young man was 
placed in confinertént and remanded to 
an-asylum, where he is today. Since 
his incarceration there has been no 
répetition of the horrible murders that 
he perpetrated.. These facts are all 
known to the English authorities, and 
it is conceded that the man now in the 
asylum is ‘Jack, the Ripper.” 
„It was deemed desirable, however, to 
hush the matter up. The details were 
too horrible to be made the subject of 
a public trial, and there was no doubt 

of the man’s hopeless insanity.” 


COLOMBIA. 


Tranquility Dashed with Anxicty 
Because of Alfaro—The Canal. 
MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
COLON (Colombia,) Aug. 24.—(Asso- 
ciated Press Correspondence, wired 
from Chicago, Sept. 1.) It is true that 
tranquility prevails in this country, but 
it is accompanied with much anxiety 
lest those dissatisfied in the country 
and those who were beaten in the re- 
cent revolution should again make an 
effort to overturn the existing order 
of things. It is well known and ad- 
mitted that Gen. Alfaro has among 
his followers a large number of Co- 
lombian Liberals, and each victory he 
gains over the legitimate government 
of Ecuador but increases the fear of 

further trouble in Colombia. 

Should Alfaro arrive in power in 
Ecuador, it is confidently expected that 
his aid will be extended to the Liberals 
of this country to achieve their ends. 
He has over one thousand men at Pan- 
ama. The situation at this moment 
has a most depressing effect on busi- 
ness. Exchange on New York is at 
35 per cent. 

Operations on the canal continue in 
their beaten path, confined, however, to 
Cubebra and its immediate vicinity. The 
number of hands employed is about 
fifteen hundred men. One cannot say 
that much work is being done, con- 
sidering the number of workmen em- 
ployed. The breakdown in machines. 
such as excavators, locomotives and 
cars, and they are frequent, offer se- 
rious impediments. The large number 
of these materials at hand offer facil- 
ities in changing them, but the same 
mishaps are encountered. The repairs 
effected are only temporary, owing 
to the absence of any suitable machine 
shops. 

The strike ‘which commenced among 
canal laborers at Culebra continued up 
to Monday last, when the men resumed 
work, with an increase of wages. Those 
who were getting 80 cents per day now 
receive 90 cents, and those who got 90 
cents have been advanced to $1. The 
wages of mechanics have increased 20 
cents per day. It is reported that 
there are now 250 soldiers stationed 
along the route of the canal. It is 
stated that the British government will 
grant a subsidy to the Halifax and 
Bermuda Company, which will enable 
their cable to be extended to the West 
Indies. 

It is reported from Atratto that dur- 
ing the early part of last month sev- 
eral strong earthquakes were felt in 
that vicinity, completely destroying the 
village of Cupica, and that all the 
houses have been demolished. Many 
landslides took place at the same time, 
damaging the adjacent plantations. 
Sickness has broken out among the 
inhabitants. The government of the 
department has ordered that funds be 
sent to the victims of the catastrophe. 


Air Brakes Failed to Work. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 1. — A collision on 
the Metropolitan elevated railroad this 
evening resulted in the injury of at 
least three persons, and threw the other 
‘passengers in the train into a state of 
‘panic. Several women fainted and had 
to be carried to the station platform. 
The collision was caused by the failure 
ot the airbrakes to work. Both trains 
were crowded at the time of the acci- 
dent. One of the coaches left the track,

LEASED WIRES, 


A Squabble Between the Western 
Union and the Railroad. 
(MEGULAK ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 1.—A dispute 
has arisen between the Western Union 
people and the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. The former leases all of the. tele- 
graph lines of the railroad and ope- 


rates them as part of its telegraph sys- 


‘tem. This arrangement has been in 
‘force ever since 1877. One of the pro- 
visions of the contract provides that 
the Western Union shall pay Hunting- 
ton $100,000 annually. The payment 
for this year is now several months 
overdue, and the whole trouble is the 
outgrowth of this negligence on the 
part of the Western Union. 

The Western Union wishes 4. reduo- 
tion made in this yearly rental. No 
definite statement can be obtained as 
to the exact amount which the Western: 
Union would be willing to pay, but it is 
rumored that a demand has been made 
for a reduction of at least 33 per cent. 
The Western Union people claim that 
there was no opposition on the Pacific 
Coast when the contract was made, but 
since then they have been subjected to 
the severest kind of, competition. In 
view of these facts they claim the 
Southern Pacific should be willing to 
grant a material reduction. 

Huntington and the Western Union. 
people have had the matter under con- 


sideration for some time, but the former 


has so far declined to make any reduc- 
tion. He ‘Considers the lease as it 
stands fair to both companies, and the 
rental not exorbitant. People in this 
city in a position to know the 
inside facts, are very cautlous about 
speaking on the subject. It is under- 
stood, however, that both sides have 
taken a very determined stand, and 
the controversy may eventually result 
in the cancellation of the present con- 
tract. Neither party, however, is ‘At 
the mercy of the other. The railro 
simply does not wish to operate its own 
telegraph lines, while the Western 
Union. does not desire to relinquish them 
as part of its Coast service. Ti coke 
Taking’ all the circumstances into 
consideration, it is more than probable 
that, if the lease of 1877 should be can- 
eeled, another would be drawn up. Be- 
fore any final understanding is reached, 
however, there will undoubtedly be 
some important litigation in the 
ee States courts regarding the new 
‘lease.

BERLIN, Sept. 1.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) Emperor William and the Em- 
press Augusta and: other members of 
the imperial family, the Grand Duchess. 
of Baden, and numerous representatives 
of German princely houses, officers, 
veterans and deputations, were present 
today at the consecration of the Empe- 
ror William memorial church. 

The Emperor and Empress arrived at 
the site of the church with a military 
escort about 10 o’clock, The doors of 
the church were opened to the accom- 
paniment of pealing bells and their 
majesties were handed the golden key 
of the church by a deputation when 
they arrived inside. The service of 
dedication was commenced by the sing- 
ing of a chorus. Court Chaplain Faber 
pronounced the consecration address in 
which he alluded to the strong faith, 
the cheerful hopefulness and the love 
of his people and his country which 

peror. He ex- 
pressed the wish that faith, hope and 
charity. might constitute the main pil- 
lars of the new church. | 

At the conclusion of his speech, the 
troops and veterans, including the Ger- 
man-American veterans now visiting 
the city, marched past their majesties, 
in review. The. veterans sang 4 
triotic airs as they marched, in which 
the spectators joined. 

It is evident that the German nation 
and especially the Berliners, intend to 
celebrate the anniversary of the battle 
of Sedan in a peaceful, but determined 
‘manner, The task of decorating the 
city for tomorrow's fetes is not yet 
finished, but enough has been done to 
justify the prophecy that the capital 
tomorrow will present such a spectacle 
as has seldom been seen. The news- 
papers all contain reflections upon the 
occasion, and agree that it is a dem- 
onstration to the honor of united Ger- 
many, and not a manifestation of satis-

THE MODERN PACEMAKER. 


| His Position Important on the 


Cycling Path. 

_ Up to the past two seasons the Ameri- 
can wheelmen were regarded as ineffi- 
cent in pacing riders for seconds as 
compared with their English brethren. 
Now the situation has changed, and the 
craze for seconds among the riders of 
this country has grown to such an éx- 
tent that pacing is really an introduc- 
tory study to a racing man’s eareer. A 
good pacemaker is now regaded as one 
of the most important elements in cyc- 
ling. A prominent English wheelman 


discusses the position and methods of 


the modern pacemaker in the Wheeler 
as follows: 

“The pacemaker is one of the most 
important of individuals in connection 
with. present-day racing and record- 
breaking. The tremendous upheaval in 
times on the road and on the track is 
due one-third to improvements in ma- 
chines and two-thirds in the improve- 
ment in the system of pacing. Al- 
though in racing the enn not al- 
ways make the best man win 
stayers being run off their legs in the 
first few miles there can be no doubt 
that against the watoh the record 
breaker is able to get the last ounce of 
powder and inch of speed out of him- 
self in order to accomplish the tremen- 
dous feat necessary to constitute a best 
on record. 

Now, while the record- breaker gets 


all the glory of a good ride, the poor 


pacer comes off comparatively badly. 


His services are rarely taken into ac- 


count by the spectators or by the sport-

‘| stretch of his ride. Why the pacemaker 
should be derided for accepting pay- 


ment for such services rendered is in- 
deed a flogger, when it is taken into con- 
sideration that he gets absolutely noth- 
ing in the way of kudos or glory out of 
the ride. No medal, no applause, ‘no 
nothing,’ as Sam Weller might say. 
„How the pacer has come to receive 
pay is extremely easy of explanation. 
In the old times, when records were 
soft, the rider could manage with just 
one or two of his particular chums, who 
would do the necessary donkey work, 
for which he would. do them a turn 
when they wanted similar help. This 
was all very well, but when the times 
got hotter it was found necessary to 
have a man paced the whole way, and 
in order that this should be done prop- 
erly, help outside those personal friends 
was necessary. A day or two on the 
road, with plenty of hard work, was 
expensive; it was a difficult.matter to 
get men to go up, lose time, and spend 
money just for love of the sport, or ad- 
miration for any particular man. 
‘‘Pacemakers will bear me out that 
pacing is one of the most thankless 
tasks out; when you are done you sheer 
to one side and are thought no more ‘of 
than a sucked orange. Times out of 
number men have paced the ‘glorified 
ones,’ and the glorified ones have on sub- 
sequent meeting ignored the existence 
of the men who have been mainly re- 
sponsible for the success of a ride. An 
instance came under my personal no- 
tice where a record-breaker - roundly 
swore at a willing helper who was going 
a trifle too fast, asking him what the 
blankety blank he was doing, and tell- 
ing him to get off the track if he 
couldn't ride steadier. I was glad to 
notice that the pacer in question im- 
mediately sheered into the inside and 
left. the. cormudgeon record-breaker to 
his own devices 


CRUM THE SPRINTER. 


He wih Compete ' in the Interna- 
tional Athletic Contests. 


Naturally great interest is being cen- 
tered in the coming contests between 
the New York and London athletic 
clubs. Their teams will compete in New 
York during the coming fall, and un- 
doubtedly it will be one of the most in- 
teresting events in atheltics that has 
taken place for a very long time. Al- 
though the contests are to be between 
teams from the two clubs named, it is 
safe to say that the very best amateur 
talent of England and America’ will 
compete. It is now fully understood 
that Crum, the wonderful sprinter from 
Iowa, now. of the Chicago A. C., will 
compete for the New. York Club. The 
latter has also secured the very best 
performers of other clubs, so that the 
New York Club’s team will simply be a 
national team. The London Athietic 
Club is doing just what the New York- 
ers are doing, viz., getting the pick of 
all other clubs. ‘Thus the ndoners 
have no objection to Crum's competing 
in the name ot the New Tork A. C. 
The appearance of Crum will be one of 


the great features of the contests. Brit- 
ish authorities have already said that it 
will be a great race between him and 
the best of. the London club. The pre- 
diction is ventured that if all goes well 
Crum will not be beaten. He is a won- 
derfully good sprinter, and he will be in 
a native land, while the Londoners ‘will 
be on a foreign soil, and susceptible to 
all the drawbacks prompted by a 
change of climate. This is a very great 
advantage, and Crum should be able to 
beat the best amateur sprinter in En- 
land in consequence. If Crum can run 
100 yards in even time at New York he 
will likely be going faster than any of 
the London club sprinters will go, for 
if they are even time at home it is prob- 
able they will not be as speedy here. 
When the famous Hutchens visited this 
country he was much slower here than 
he was when at home. And it is stated

An English Baseball Club May Come 
to America. 


Joseph W. Wright, manager of the 
oldest baseball club in England, is in 
Boston. He comes to America on a va- 
cation and to.study the American na- 
tional game, over which he is enthus- 
iastic. Mr. Wright says in England the 
only men who speak to the umpire 1s 
the captain of the team, and when this 
is done it is always in a respectful man- 
ner. The rules are strictly adhered to, 
and for any breach a player is warned 
once and for a repetition ordered from 
the field, reported to the league coun- 
cil and by that body suspended for any 
period deemed fit for the offense. Play- 
ers are never fined. He says the Ameri- 
can pitchers would find their move- 
ments considerably restricted in En- 
gland. Men are not taken under con- 
tract. At the opening of the season a 
player signifies his wish to play with a 
certain team, is tried in a game, and if 
accepted cannot play for any other. He 
tries to work in harmony with his fel- 
low-players and the management, and 
he usually.succeeds. Mr. Wright say.

ican. Mr. Wright thinks an English 
team may come to America next year.

Unlike other exercises which he fol- 
lows when in training, it is enjoyable 
rather than a necessary task, and he 
asserts that it has no equal for pro- 
ducing and increasing agility. That 
“shiftiness,” or ability. to avoid an op- 
ponent which was such a feature of 
Corbett’s work in the first few rounds 
with John L. Sullivan, or until he had 
the “big fellow“, at his mercy, is at- 
tributed by him to his exercise’ in the 
handball court more than to any other 
agency. And for this reason the hand- 
ball court at the Jockey Club grounds 
will be carefully built. 

As is generally known, Corbett is an 
‘enthusiastic admirer of baseball, and 
at the New York games is a great 
“rooter”’ for the giants, Not only is he 
a fan,“ but he is a player of no mean 
ability.

It may be that this 
desire will hardly be gratified, because 
it will require a long preparation to 
get McAuliffe into fighting trim, and, 
besides, it will hardly be conceded. that 
McAuliffe is now a thorough-going 
light-weight champion. If a contest to 
a finish could be arranged between 
Valentine and Lavigne we could soon 
find out the standard of the Britisher. 
There are grave doubts about his be- 
ing a world-beater, and to be anything 
like a first-class light-weight he must 
needs be very much superior to any 
light-weight who has come from En- 
gland to this country since Carney was 
here. Abbott came here as a cham- 
pion, and Valentine will have to be far 
away and beyond Abbott in ability to 
make any showing at all against the 
best light-weights in the United States. 
Abbott is a game little fellow, and that 
is almost all that he is, His easy de- 
feat by Zeigler the ‘other night showed 
how far. he is behind championship 
form. But it is safe to say that Valen- 
tine is better than Abbott, but how 
much we cannot say. One thing is 
certain, and that is Valentine will get 
plenty of work to do, as several Amer- 
ican light-weights will de ready to 
contest against him at any time. 

There is one difficulty that will be 
encountered, Valentine wants to box 
for the champlonship. But the ques- 
tion is: Who is the light-weight cham- 
pion of the United States?

PHOENIX, Aug. 81.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) Today suit was filed against 
Territorial Treasurer Cole and bonds- 
men for $10,000, During 1893, Messrs. 
Seasongood & Mayor of Cincinnati con- 
tracted with the Loan Commission of 
the Territory to purchase the issue of 
funding bonds of April 3, of that year, 
amounting to $500,000 and deposited with 
Territorial Treasurer Christy $10,000 as 
a security bond. The plaintiffs allege 
that the Territory failed to carry out its 
part of the contract and still retains the 
$10,000 deposited as a bond. 

A DANGEROUS SHRUB. 

Dr. Richmond, Territorial Veterina- 
rian, has issued a circular to stock- 
growers warning them of a dangerous 
shrub.

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When the French occupied the port 
of Mazatlan, in the State of Sinaloa, 
Mexico, during the rule of Maximiliano, 
the following order was given by Gen. 
Ramon Corona, then commander-in- 
chief of the Mexican forces in that 
State, to Col. Frank Dany, command- 
ing a company of American sharp- 
shooters then with Gen. Corona’s army: 4 
Tou will take with you nine of youlr 

t men, well armed, and gail from Be 
the port of Altata to San Jose de] Cabo, 
Baja California, where you will pre- 
sent to the captain of the Mexican 
troops the letter I incloge. He will 
furnish you twenty-five picked men. 
With these and those you take with 
you, you will proceed to Cape St. Lu- 
cas, and there board the steamer com- 
ing from San Francisco to Mazatlan, as 
passengers, having your arms con- 
cealed, As soon asg the steamer sails 
from St. Lucas you will capture her 
and bring her into Altata, where you 
will discharge all arms and munitions 
of war you find on board consigned to 
the French, and deliver them to the 
officer in charge there. You will then 
take on board 300 picked men that the 
same officer will furnish you, sail from 
Altata to near Cape St. Lucas, and 
from there directly on the course of the 
Steamer to Mazatlan. On your steamer — 
being signaled at Mazatlan, I will com- 
mence à vigorous land attack on the 
port to oblige the enemy to draw all 
available troops from their warship 
anchored off the harbor. On approach- 
ing the frigate, you will sail directly 
for her and board her with your whole 
force, being careful to make the sur- 
prise as complete as possible, When 
you have captured the frigate, you will 
turn her guns on the city and bombard 
it, and, with our combined attack, the 
French will have no other alternative 
but surrender.” 

Col. Dany sailed from Altata with 
his nine picked Americans to San Jose 
del Cabo, and there delivered the let- 
ter from Gen. Corona to the officer in 
charge of the Mexican troops, who gave 
him the twenty-five men called for, and 
all went to Cape St, Lucas in scattered 
lots of two or three, but when the 
steamer arrived the twenty-five Mexi- 
can soldiers refused to go on board, as 
they looked on her as a death-trap. 
Col. Dany, indignant at the desertion 
of these soldiers, resolved not to be 
baffled in his purpose, and boarded the 
steamer with his nine trusty A'mert- 
cans. As soon as the steamer sailed 
from port, Col. Dany called Capt. Ned 
Wakeman into his office on private 
business, and soon made known his 
mission, locking the captain in his 
room, telling him his safety consisted 
in his keeping very quiet. The same 
was done with the first officer and chief 
engineer, while Dany’s men quietly told 
the passengers to keep in their state-« 
rooms, emphasizing the request with a 
Significant flourish of their guns. The 
passengers made no objection, and were 
glad to keep out of sight. The crew 
were marshalled on deck, and told to 
obey orders or die. The officers, crew 
and passengers numbered about three 
hundred persons,. and Col. Dany and 
his men knew: that if they should be 
overpowered and turned over to the 
French not one would escape death. 

Capt. Wakeman refused point blank 
to run the ship into the port of Altata; 
and told Dany that if he insisted on 
that, he would have the engineer dis- 
able the machinery and they would 
drift around on the gulf until picked up 
by a French frigate, offering to run the 
ship to La Paz and allow Dany to dis- 
charge all goods consigned to the 
French, and then proceed with the 
steamer to Guaymas, and then to Mas- 
atlan, allowing Dany time to cross the 
Gulf of California in a sail vessel with 
the goods to Altata. Dany was short- 
handed, and his pilot refused to come 
on board at St. Lucas, so he finally ac- 
cepted the captain’s proposition, and 
the steamer was run to La Paz (which 
port was then in the hands of the Mex- 
icans) and Dany discharged the goods, 
consisting of a large quantity of im- 
proved rifies, pistols, sabers, ammuni- 
tion, clothing, boots and shoes, ete., 
from the steamer to a sail vessel char- 
tered for the purpose; a large quantity 
of hay for the cavalry horses of the 
French army was also with the goods; 
of this Dany sold what he could, and 
burning: the rest he immediately get 
sail for Altata, and the steamer sailed 
for Guaymas. When Dany and his lit- 
tle band were about half way aqroes 3 
the gulf, they found themselves in a 
dead calm for two days, and finally 
they saw the steamer they had cap- oe 
tured go down the gulf to Mazatlan, ee 
and they knew the French frigate 
would come in search of them as seon 
as the steamer arrived at Mazatlan.

THE CELESTIAL KINGDOM. 


— on China Various 
Chinese. 


Dr. George Cochran, dean of the 
theological department of the Univer- 
sity of Southern California, spoke yes- 
terday afternoon at the 3 o' clock meet ; 
ing ot the T. M. C. A., on affairs in China, 
1. Cochran was for fourteen years a 
missionary in Japan, and from long 
study of Oriental things is eminently 
qualified to speak on such a topic. 

After referring to the vast size of the 
Chinese empire Dr. Cochran said: 

“This almost boundless region has an 
infinite diversity of soil, climate and 
scenery. Its resources are vast, and it 
possesses those two great waterways, 
the Hoang and the Yang-tse, the latter 
of which is navigable for ocean steam- 
ers for 700 miles above its mouth. 

‘Tt has a population of 400,000,000 of 
people; that is, every third or fourth 
person in the world belongs to China. 
It is a land of old renown, for its defi- 
nite history goes back to 780 years be- 
fore Christ, and its mythical past to a 
period far beyond that. While Persia, 
Assyria and Rome have arisen and fal- 
len into decay, China has had a peren- } 
nial life.

THE ELECTRIC ROADS. 


No Decisive Move Made by the Trac- 
tion Company. 

Sunday passed without any attempt 
being made by the Los Angeles Trac- 
tion Company to put in connections be- 
tween its line at Second and Third 
streets, and the line of the Los Anyeles 
Railway Company. During the day 
the Traction Company’s tracks were 
torn up on Third street about one hun- 
dred feet west of its intersection with 
Second street, and a cross-over switch 
was inserted, so that cars may be 
shifted from either track to the other. 

The switch was laid so that a car 
moving westward on the southerly 
track could be shifted to the porzherly 
track, while continufhg in a westerly 
direction. This circumstance makes it 
appear that the Traction Compony 
does not contemplate a double-track 
connection with the line of the other 
company at present. 

Another theory advanced in explana- 
tion of the switch between the tracks 
put in by the new company yesterday | 
-is that the intention of that company’ 
at present is to run its cars only to 
that point. But as this would leave 
the terminus of the line several blocks 
from the Santa Fe depot, the objective 
point, it stands to reason that the Trac- 
tion Company will not long be con- 
tent to stop its cars at such a distance 
from La Grande station. It is probably 
waiting, simply, for the settlement of 
the injunction proceedings before mak- 
ing a further attempt to reach the de- 
sired goal. 

It is expected that formal action on 
the injunction will be taken by the 
court today.

A LEGAL SPELLING BEE. 

The jury in the arson case of the peo- 
ple vs. Churchill; brought in a ver- 
dict of not guilty at 8:30 o’clock Thurs- 
day evening, and the defendant was 
discharged.
